Contracts  were  awarded  for  construction  on  Babson,  Lotus,  Houston 
and  D  Streets,  and  on  Elm  Crest  Road,  Pilgrim  Road,  Juniper  Road,  Clif- 
ton Avenue  and  Pierce  Avenue. 

Parking  limitations  were  established  on  Lafayette  Street,  Common 
Street,  Richardson  Avenue  and  Chestnut  Street. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  approved  Angle  Parking  with  meters 
from  Albion  Street  north  to  Yale  Avenue  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street 
and  frcm  Mechanic  Street  north  to  a  point  opposite  Yale  Avenue  on  the 
East  side  of  Main  Street.  Meters  will  be  installed  should  the  Town  Meet- 
ing of  1950  vote  to  appropriate  sufficient  money  to  pay  for  highway  and 
police  work  incident  to  the  installation  and  operation  of  the  meters. 

Roland  B.  Oliver  was  reappointed  to  the  Retirement  Board. 

Two  joint  meetings  were  held  with  the  School  Committee  to  fill  vacan- 
cies created  by  the  resignations  of  Mr.  William  J.  Lee  and  Mr.  William  W.

NEW  POLICE  HEADQUARTERS 

This  year  the  citizens  of  the  town  voted  to  appropriate  $180,000.00  to 
provide  the  police  department  with  a  new  up  to  date  police  station. 

Of  this  $180,000.00  a  refund  of  $5,000.00  must  be  paid  to  the  govern- 
ment as  they  advanced  that  money  for  the  preliminary  drawing  of  plans 
and  it  was  understood  that  this  money  would  be  paid  back  if  the  police 
station  was  actually  built.  That  left  $175,000.00  for  building  of  the  sta- 
tion including  all  architect  fees  and  working  plans. 

The  Police  Building  Committee  engaged  Edward  M.  Bridge  of  Wake- 
field and  Boston  as  the  architect  and  during  the  course  of  the  year  they 
have  held  many  meetings  with  him  and  Chief  John  G.  Gates  to  lay  out  a 
building  that  would  be  up  to  date  and  workable  for  the  police  department. 
The  committee  also  had  the  thought  in  mind  that  this  building  should  be 
large  enough  to  house  the  department  for  the  next  twenty  or  twenty-five 
years.  They  also  had  the  thought  in  mind  of  keeping  entirely  within  the 
appropriation. 

This  committee  comprising:  Cyrus  M.  Dolbeare,  Chairman;  Patrick  T. 
Tenney,  George  B.  Fay,  Charles  M.  Miller  and  Arthur  H.  McTague,  were 
forced  to  make  some  minor  changes  in  the  original  plans  to  keep  within 
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the  appropriation.  When  this  was  done  a  contractor  was  engaged  and 
work  has  actually  started  on  the  construction  of  the  building  which  is 
situated  at  the  corner  of  Center  and  Crescent  Streets  and  it  is  expected 
to  be  ready  to  occupy  some  time  in  November. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Next  year  I  earnestly  recommend  the  appointment  of  two  more  pa- 
trolmen. 

During  the  past  five  years  the  town  has  greatly  increased  in  popula- 
tion and  in  new  homes  being  built,  without  any  additional  police  officers 
being  appointed. 

In  asking  for  these  two  officers  I  have  in  mind  the  North  Ward  and 
Montrose  districts  which  should  have  more  police  protection  than  I  am 
able  to  give  at  the  present  time.  In  these  two  districts  149  new  residences 
have  already  been  built  and  it  is  expected  108  more  will  be  built  and  occu- 
pied this  year. 

CONCLUSION 

On  May  1,  1949  Patrolman  Charles  H.  Sullivan  retired  from  the  Police 
Department  under  the  Veterans'  Pension  Act  owing  to  physical  disability. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  cooperation  at  all  times  during  the  past  year. 

To  Selectmen  William  R.  Lindsay  and  Philip  J.  Flanders,  Committee 
on  Police,  my  thanks  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  on  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  Police  Department. 

To  all  Town  Departments  and  to  the  Wakefield  Daily  Item  who  have 
rendered  valuable  assistance  during  the  past  year,  my  sincere  thanks. 

To  the  Police  Building  Committee  comprising  of  Cyrus  M.  Dolbeare, 
Chairman;  Patrick  T.  Tenney,  George  B.  Fay,  Charles  M.  Miller  and 
Arthur  McTague,  who  have  devoted  many  nights  and  days  of  their  time 
during  the  year  in  the  plans  and  layout  of  our  Police  Station  my  earnest 
and  sincere  thanks. 

To  the  Lieutenant,  Sergeants  and  all  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  to  my  secretary,  Miss  Dorothy  McGrail,  my  thanks  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  at  all  times  during  the  year.

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1949,  with  the  total  number  of  alarms,  and  the 
losses  on  same  as  near  as  is  possible  to  obtain. 

APPARATUS 

There  are  at  present  9  pieces  of  apparatus  in  this  department,  and 
are  as  follows: 

One  Triple  Combination  purchased  from  the  Seagrave  Corporation 
and  put  into  service  October  28,  1938.  This  piece  of  apparatus  designated 
as  Engine  3  is  of  the  covered  type  and  represents  the  latest  type  of  pump- 
ing engine.  It  is  equipped  with  a  750  gallon  centrifugal  type  pump,  100 
gallon  booster  tank,  250  feet  of  %  inch  hose,  1,250  feet  of  2%  inch  hose, 
ladders,  smoke  masks,  2  Scott  Air  Paks,  2  fog  nozzles  for  combating  gaso- 
line and  oil  fires,  3  shut-off  type  nozzles,  4  types  of  extinguishers,  salvage 
covers,  crash  axe,  smoke  ejector,  first  aid  kit,  plus  much  other  equipment 
necessary  to  bring  this  unit  up  to  an  efficient  piece  of  apparatus. 

One  Triple  Combination  purchased  from  the  Seagrave  Corporation 
and  put  in  service  July  1924.  This  piece  of  apparatus  is  equipped  with  a 
750  gallon  type  centrifugal  pump,  1,250  feet  of  2%  inch  hose,  200  feet  of 
%  inch  hose,  80  gallon  booster  tank,  2  types  of  cellar  pipes,  salvage  covers, 
stretcher,  smoke  masks,  2  Scott  Air  Paks,  3  types  of  extinguishers,  2  fog 
nozzles,  ladders,  first  aid  kit  and  much  other  equipment. 

One  Double-bank  type  75  foot  aerial  ladder  truck  purchased  from  the 
Seagrave  Corporation  and  put  in  service  December  1928.  This  piece  of 
apparatus  carries  379  feet  of  ladders,  80  gallon  booster  tank,  300  feet  of 
%  inch  hose  for  booster  line,  booster  pump,  life  net,  salvage  covers, 
stretcher,  2  oxygen  type  smoke  masks  for  heavy  concentrations  of  smoke 
and  gases,  3  cannister  type  smoke  masks,  I  portable  Baker  water  gun, 
several  types  of  cellar  pipes,  water  gun  mounted  on  aerial  ladder  with  3 
inch  hose  attached,  inhalator  for  use  in  emergency  life  saving  with  micro 
attachment  which  may  be  used  on  two  persons  at  the  same  time,  crash 
axe,  and  other  necessary  equipment. 

One  Triple  Combination  of  the  enclosed  body  type  put  in  service  in 
December  1941.  This  piece  of  apparatus  is  equipped  with  a  booster  pump, 
300  feet  of  %  inch  hose,  145  gallon  water  tank,  1,500  feet  of  1%  inch  hose, 
2  types  of  nozzles,  2  Scott  Air  Paks,  pump  tanks  for  grass  and  brush  fire 
use,  shovels,  brooms,  first  aid  kit,  and  other  necessary  equipment. 

One  Dodge  Chief's  Car  purchased  in  1948,  replacing  a  1939  Dodge 
which  had  outlived  its  usefulness.  This  car  carries  extra  oxygen  bottles 
for  resuscitation  work,  first  aid  supplies,  P  &  Q  door  opener,  2-way  radio 
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on  the  same  wave  length  as  the  police  radio,  and  other  equipment  that 
has  proved  to  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  department's  equipment. 

One  Triple  Combination  stationed  at  the  Engine  2  station  in  Green- 
wood and  purchased  from  the  Seagrave  Corporation  in  1929.  This  piece 
of  apparatus  is  equipped  with  a  600  gallon  centrifugal  type  pump,  80  gal- 
lon booster  tank,  200  feet  of  %  inch  hose  for  booster  line,  1,000  feet  of  2Vz 
inch  hose,  600  feet  of  \y2  inch  hose,  ladders,  axes,  nozzles,  smoke  masks, 
2  Scott  Air  Paks,  cellar  pipe,  salvage  covers,  and  other  equipment. 

One  Pierce -Arrow  sedan  type  hose  carrying  piece  of  equipment  desig- 
nated as  Auxiliary  1  and  which  was  put  into  use  in  1942  to  serve  as  an 
auxiliary  piece  for  defense  purposes.  This  piece  of  equipment  is  carrying 
1,000  feet  of  lV*  inch  hose,  pump  tanks,  axes,  nozzles,  and  other  equipment. 

Two  Trailer  type  pumping  engines  which  were  purchased  from  the 
Office  of  Civilian  Defense.  These  units  are  equipped  with  400  feet  of  2^2 
inch  hose,  pump  tanks,  nozzles,  200  feet  of  1%  inch  hose,  and  much  other 
necessary  equipment. 

During  the  year  this  department  has  responded  to  500  alarms  divided 
as  follows:  111  Box  Alarms  and  389  Still  Alarms.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

For  1950  I  recommend  that  two  men  be  added  to  the  permanent  force. 
During  vacations  we  are  given  substitutes  but  should  sickness  occur  we 
are  answering  alarms  with  only  a  driver  for  each  piece  of  apparatus.  When 
it  is  necessary  to  lay  hose  valuable  time  is  lost  when  there  is  not  a  spare 
man.    Therefor  these  men  should  be  appointed. 

I  also  recommend  that  a  new  piece  of  apparatus  be  obtained  to  re- 
place the  old  combination  that  was  junked.  This  piece  would  be  held  in 
reserve  to  replace  any  piece  of  apparatus  that  may  break  down  or  is  out 
of  town  aiding  at  a  serious  fire. 

I  recommend  a  new  roof  for  the  Central  Station  to  replace  the  pres- 
ent one  which  is  the  original  roof  of  the  building  which  was  built  in  1900, 
nearly  fifty  years  ago.  Also  an  oil  burner  which  would  be  more  eco- 
nomical. 

CONCLUSION 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  extend  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen my  sincere  thanks  for  the  interest  and  co-operation  manifested 
by  them  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  department. 

To  Burton  F.  Whitcomb  for  his  hearty  co-operation  and  interest  dur- 
ing the  past  years  on  matters  pertaining  to  this  department  as  Commit- 
tee on  Fire  Department.

I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Moth  and  Tree  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 

We  found  a  decrease  in  Tent  Caterpillars  and  Satin  Moths,  but  the 
Gypsy  Moths  were  the  same  as  last  year  in  the  area  that  we  have  covered. 
There  were  no  Brown  Tail  Moths.  Fall  Web  Worms  have  increased  in  the 
last  year  and  little  can  be  done  about  them  except  late  spraying,  cutting 
and  burning  the  webs  as  they  are  late  in  hatching  and  feeding. 

Dutch  Elm  Disease  has  increased  in  the  State.  This  disease  was  found 
in  Maiden,  Melrose,  Stoneham,  Reading  and  Wakefield  this  year.  We  lost 
three  trees  because  of  this  disease  and  the  State  advised  us  to  spray,  trim 
and  burn  all  dead  wood  from  our  elms  as  the  carrier  of  this  disease  hiber- 
nates in  dead  and  dying  elms. 

We  removed  forty  trees  this  year,  many  of  them  on  new  streets  and 
others  dead  or  in  a  dangerous  condition.  About  eight  cords  of  wood  were 
put  into  the  Town  Hall  from  the  trees  which  we  removed.  We  planted 
one  hundred  thirty  trees  which  were  grown  in  our  nursery.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield: 

The  Board  of  Health  presents  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  and  activ- 
ities of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1949. 

Wakefield  has  been  fortunate  during  1949  in  that  there  have  been  no 
serious  outbreaks  of  any  of  the  contagious  diseases.  The  accompanying 
comparative  table  shows  a  decrease  in  the  prevalence  of  the  more  serious 
diseases — measles  and  scarlet  fever.  Poliomyelitis  shows  an  increase  with 
the  death  of  one  case. 

Every  year  in  June,  a  special  anti-rabic  dog  clinic  is  held  and  the 
owners  of  dogs  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  this  clinic  due  to  the  in- 
crease of  dog  bites  in  1949. 

Four  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  clinics  were  held  for  the  chil- 
dren of  pre -school  age  and  school  age.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 

Little  if  any  changes  took  place  in  the  work  of  this  office  during  the 
year  just  passed.  The  field  and  office  work  has  increased  slightly  with 
the  growth  of  the  Town  because  of  the  greater  consumption  of  milk  and 
other  dairy  products.  No  milk  is  produced  in  Wakefield  today  for  distri- 
bution.   The  entire  Town's  supply  is  now  raised  in  other  localities. 

The  quality  of  milk,  cream  and  ice  cream  is  above  average  require- 
ments. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  samples  of  milk,  cream  and  ice  cream 
were  tested  for  fat  contents,  total  solids  and  bacteria.

REPORT  OF   THE   TRUSTEES   OF   THE   LUCIUS   BEEBE   MEMORIAL 
LIBRARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  NINETEEN  HUNDRED  AND  FORTY-NINE 

The  Trustees  of  the  Lucius  Beebe  Memorial  Library  herewith  submit 
the  ninety-fourth  Annual  Report. 

Indicative  of  the  growth  of  our  town  is  the  registering  of  many  new 
borrowers  at  the  Main  Library  and  its  branches.  In  order  to  make  avail- 
able the  many  library  resources  to  all  borrowers,  the  library  endeavors  to 
be  alert  to  the  community  needs  with  various  and  numerous  services.  The 
newly  arranged  card  catalogue,  the  reorganized  pamphlet  file,  cataloging 
of  the  music  records,  and  a  full  vocational  file  available  to  students,  are 
only  a  few  of  the  services  that  have  been  more  fully  developed  this  past 
year.  There  has  been  a  noted  increase  in  the  use  of  the  genealogies  and 
of  our  collection  of  town  histories  of  Massachusetts.  Special  collections 
are  arranged  for  specific  needs,  as:  the  thirty  books  available  to  the  teach- 
ers for  supplementary  reading,  and  the  deposit  of  adult  and  children's 
books  for  the  Lynnfield  Centre  Parent-Teacher  Association  book  fair. 
The  Library  also  cooperated  in  collecting  a  small  donation  of  books  for 
the  Merchant  Marine,  and  North  Reading  State  Sanatorium. 

The  Boys  and  Girls  Room  has  had  a  number  of  projects  to  increase 
the  reading  interest  of  the  children  in  our  community.  Three  lectures 
were  presented  for  the  children.  In  February,  Mr.  Howard  Jones  ex- 
plained about  the  birds  in  the  Dinsmore  Green  Bird  Collection;  in  May, 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Forman,  of  our  library  staff,  told  the  children  about  India, 
and  exhibited  her  collection  of  curios;  and  in  the  fall,  Mr.  Ernest  Cobb 
talked  about  his  books  and  experiences  as  an  author.  Regular  weekly 
story  hours  have  been  held  for  school-age  children,  while  the  pre-school 
children  had  a  program  of  music  and  stories  every  Friday  morning  while 
their  mothers  were  shopping.  A  successful  summer  project  was  carried 
out  to  develop  vacation  reading,  and  recommended  book  lists  have  been 
prepared  for  graded  reading. 

Work  with  the  schools  has  continued  with  2,286  books  distributed  in 
thirty-nine  deposits  sent  to  the  various  school-rooms,  and  visits  made  to 
the  schools  by  the  librarians.  The  elementary  school  children  have  vis- 
ited the  libraries  for  acquaintance  with,  and  instruction  in  library  meth- 
ods. There  is  a  continued  demand  for  the  use  of  pictures  from  the  art 
collection  for  monthly  loans  to  many  school-rooms. 

The  efforts  of  our  librarians  who  work  with  the  children,  both  through 
the  schools  and  in  the  libraries,  to  develop  interest  in  reading  for  relaxa- 
tion and  instruction  is  today  a  challenge,  when  so  many  varied  attrac- 
tions are  readily  available  for  their  amusement. 

The  Branches  have  had  a  busy  year,  each  developing  interest  of  the 
borrowers  with  attractive  exhibits,  special  book  collections,  picture  ar- 
rangements for  many  occasions,  Book  Week  talks,  and  story  hours.  Loans 
have  been  made  from  the  Main  Library  for  specific  requests  and  for  gen- 
eral deposit.  The  use  made  of  the  Greenwood  and  Montrose  Branch  Li- 
braries by  the  patrons  of  their  communities  encourages  the  development 
of  their  resources  and  services. 
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The  Lecture  Hall  has  been  used  regularly  by  the  Historical  Society. 
The  Garden  Club,  Red  Cross,  D.  A.  R.  and  various  other  organizations 
have  used  it  on  several  occasions.  The  Dinsmore  Green  Bird  Collection 
in  the  Lecture  Hall  has  been  of  interest  to  many  people,  and  particularly 
to  the  Garden  Club  Bird  Group,  and  to  kindergarten  children. 

Three  art  exhibits  have  been  shown  this  year.  One,  by  Ernest  Beli- 
veau  of  cil  paintings  and  drawings;  another,  by  Hester  Dignan  of  water 
colors;  and  a  photograph  exhibit  by  the  Camera  Club.  In  the  balcony 
of  the  Main  Library  there  have  been  monthly  exhibitions  of  pictures  from 
the  library  art  collection. 

Two  displays  of  accomplishments  and  aims  of  the  United  Nations 
were  arranged  with  available  books  and  free  pamphlets.  In  conjunction 
with  the  local  theatre  showing  of  "Little  Women"  and  "Red  Shoes,"  the 
library  displayed  material  emphasizing  fairy  tales,  the  ballet,  and  Louisa 
Alcott  and  her  writings. 

Monthly  issues  of  "Books  of  the  Month"  have  listed  the  recent  additions 
to  the  library  collection,  while  the  weekly  Item  column  "Your  Library" 
has  published  the  outstanding  current  material  that  may  be  borrowed. 
The  Wakefield  Daily  Item  has  given  generous  publicity  for  Book  Week, 
and  other  special  announcements  throughout  the  year. 

Due  to  the  necessary  improvements  which  had  to  take  precedence  in 
the  past  two  years  not  much  work  has  been  done  on  general  maintenance, 
but  pursuing  the  policy  of  up-keep,  this  year  necessary  painting  and 
renovations  have  been  made  inside  and  outside  of  the  Main  Library.  The 
need  of  additional  inside  painting  should  be  pursued  next  year. 

The  Library  has  been  recipient  of  many  gifts  this  year.  Among  them 
has  been  the  donation  of  the  book  "Three  score  and  ten  years"  by  Oreb 
Tucker  from  the  Wakefield  Co-operative  Bank;  gifts  of  books,  house  or- 
gans and  calendars  from  the  Murray  Printing  Company;  several  books 
given  "In  Memoriam";  two  framed  historical  documents  from  Mr.  Her- 
bert D.  Anderson;  music  records  from  Mr.  Albert  W.  Griffin  and  Mr. 
George  A.  Cowdrey;  a  large  flag  of  the  United  States  from  the  Montrose 
Boy  Scouts  to  the  Montrose  Branch  Library;  many  beautiful  flowers  from 
the  Wakefield  Garden  Club;  and  Christmas  wreaths  from  Mrs.  Albert  W. 
Rockwocd  and  Mr.  Lucius  M.  Beebe. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
regular  staff  personnel.  There  has,  however,  been  the  need  of  addi- 
tional part-time  library  assistants  during  the  six  months  leave  of  absence 
of  Miss  Yolanda  Roberto,  and  to  carry  on  necessary  departmental  duties. 

The  faithful  performance  of  Miss  Carleton  and  her  efficient  staff  has 
accomplished  many  tasks  both  recorded  and  intangible  that  have  made  it 
possible  to  render  the  townspeople  loyal  and  effective  service. 

During  the  year  many  necessary  reference  books  and  useful  pamph- 
lets have  been  added.  2,995  new  books  have  been  purchased,  besides  76 
other  books  that  have  been  received  as  gifts.  The  library's  200  maga- 
zines have  a  large  circulation  which  indicates  a  constant  interest  in  cur- 
rent topics.     Pictures  were  circulated  14,120  times  from  22,421  mounted 
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pictures  in  the  art  collection.  Of  the  78,441  volumes  in  the  library  the 
individual  group  of  non-fiction  to  have  the  largest  circulation  is  Biog- 
raphy. In  a  few  words,  the  many  needs  of  the  9,040  registered  borrowers 
are  well  supplied  from  the  large  quantity  and  excellent  quality  of  library 
resources.

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Report  of  Park  and  Cemetery 
Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield  the  Park  and  Cemetery  Commission  wish 
to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 

Our  plans  for  hockey  rink  skating  did  not  materialize  because  of  a 
very  mild  winter.  Spraying  with  lake  water  on  the  few  cold  nights  was 
fruitless  because  the  weather  turned  mild  the  following  day  and  all  the 
ice  that  had  formed  was  lost.  It  was  decided  later  on  in  the  year  that 
further  work  on  ice  rinks  should  be  abandoned  until  such  time  that 
Wakefield  can  install  artificial  means  of  maintaining  ice  and  thus  elim- 
inate the  uncertainty  of  our  New  England  weather. 

During  the  winter  a  publicly  sponsored  project  on  beautifying  the  lake 
shore  came  into  being.  Mr.  Gardner  Campbell  of  the  Wakefield  Daily  Item, 
although  not  a  member  of  the  committee  that  was  formed,  worked  tire- 
lessly both  in  giving  his  time  and  proceeds  of  flowers  he  sold  and  in  keeping 
the  progress  of  the  project  before  the  public  through  the  medium  of  the 
Item.  In  all  109  flowering  crab  trees  of  13  different  varieties  were  planted, 
in  addition  to  a  terminal  grouping  of  various  flowering  shrubs  that  were 
set  out.  The  plans  of  this  Floral  Way  were  made  by  Mr.  Stevenson  of  the 
Bay  State  Nurseries  and  the  planting  was  all  done  by  employees  of  the 
Park  Department.  The  Park  Commissioners  feel  that  the  Floral  Way  is 
a  distinct  asset  to  Wakefield  and  they  wish  to  extend  their  sincere  thanks 
to  the  people  who  donated  so  generously  and  to  Mrs.  Howard  S.  Glynn  and 
her  committee. 

The  Bath  House  was  improved  during  the  year  of  1949.  The  building 
was  painted  before  the  opening  day  and  the  Sewerage  disposal  system  was 
connected  with  the  sewer  installed  on  Spaulding  St.  in  1948.  The  elimina- 
tion of  the  septic  tank  and  its  pollution  possibilities  makes  the  lake  much 
safer  for  those  who  use  its  waters. 

The  Park  Department  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  at  no  cost  all  the 
excavated  material  from  the  reconstruction  of  Main  St.  Most  of  this  fill 
went  to  extend  the  boundaries  of  the  New  Nasella  Playground,  although 
some  was  hauled  to  the  Hall  Property  on  North  Avenue.  This  earth  will, 
of  course,  make  the  final  development  of  this  area  less  costly. 

The  house  on  the  Hall  property  was  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  for  the 
sum  of  $85.00  and  subsequently  removed.  The  barn  was  razed  and  the 
resulting  debris  was  either  burned  or  otherwise  removed. 

At  the  annual  and  special  Town  meetings  money  was  voted  for  the 
erection  and  repair  of  baseball  backstops.  A  new  chain  link  backstop  was 
installed  at  the  New  Nasella  Playground  and  at  Maple  Way  in  Greenwood 
a  canopy  and  wing  was  added  for  better  control  of  the  play  area. 
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New  drinking  water  bubblers  with  concrete  standing  platforms  were 
installed  at  all  the  playgrounds.  This  included  drainage  facilities  to  dis- 
pose of  all  surplus  water. 

All  the  flagpoles  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Department  re- 
ceived the  care  necessary  for  proper  upkeep.  The  large  pole  at  the  Com- 
mon has,  in  the  past  years,  been  tilting  toward  the  south.  The  part  of  the 
pole  underground  was  fully  exposed,  all  rotten  wood  removed,  treated  to 
prevent  additional  rot  and  reset  in  concrete.  The  Crystal  Community 
Club  donated  a  beautiful  flagpole  for  the  New  Nasella  Playground.  There 
again  a  civic  minded  organization  has  saved  the  town  expense. 

The  Citizens  of  Wakefield  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  voted  to  purchase 
for  Park  purposes  the  old  Nichols  Ice  House  property  from  Mr.  Cornelius 
Thibeault.  This  is  a  link  in  the  ideal  situation  of  having  Wakefield  own 
all  the  land  bordering  Lake  Quannapowitt. 

Forest  Glade  Cemetery  continues  to  grow.  Development  of  a  new 
section  of  approximately  175  graves  was  completed  during  the  year.  The 
need  for  new  lots  is  still  felt  and  should  be  taken  care  of  in  1950. 

Tarring  and  proper  surfacing  of  avenues  in  the  past  years  has  added 
much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  grounds.  A  fertilizing  program  to  im- 
prove the  quality  of  the  lawns  was  started  and  should  further  help  in  the 
appearance  of  the  Cemetery. 

Through  an  agreement  with  the  Moth  and  Tree  Department  all  the 
trees  in  the  Old  Burying  Ground  on  Church  St.  were  trimmed.  This  De- 
partment also  sprayed  all  our  trees  on  the  Park  and  Common  in  addition 
to  mosquito  control  work  in  adjacent  areas. 

Here  the  Park  and  Cemetery  Board  wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  and 
co-operation  of  all  town  departments.  The  Light,  Tree,  Fire  and  Highway 
departments  have  done  a  great  deal  to  give  us  a  successful  year.

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40th  Annual  Report  of  the  Wakefield 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  in  both  the  Water 
and  Sewer  Department. 

The  Board  lost  the  counsel  and  advice  of  an  outstanding  consulting 
engineer  when  they  reluctantly  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Herman 
G.  Dresser  on  October  4,  1949.  A  joint  meeting  was  held  with  the  Select- 
men on  November  1,  1949  and  Mr.  Charles  M.  Miller,  a  mechanical  engi- 
neer, was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  water  in  Crystal  Lake  dropped  to  sixty-four  inches  below  high 
water  mark  due  to  the  subnormal  rainfall.  It  became  necessary  to  restrict 
use  of  the  hose  and  request  the  citizens  to  conserve  water  wherever  pos- 
sible. 

A  connection  was  made  to  a  water  main  in  the  Town  of  Stoneham 
through  which  water  was  pumped  from  the  Metropolitan  District  System 
to  augment  the  supply  from  the  wells  and  Crystal  Lake.  This  pumping 
continued  intermittently  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

A  committee  of  seven  was  appointed  by  the  moderator  at  a  special 
town  meeting  to  study  the  adequacy  of  the  water  supply  and  report  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1951. 

Numerous  housing  developments  and  buildings  have  necessitated  the 
laying  of  a  large  number  of  new  water  mains,  a  total  of  approximately 
9,000  feet  have  been  installed;  also  approximately  5,900  feet  of  old  mains 
were  replaced  by  cast  iron  cement  lined  pipe. 

At  the  1949  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Board  requested  a  new  pump  to 
replace  the  old  Triplex  one  at  the  Sexton  Avenue  Wells.  However,  this 
pump  could  not  be  installed  in  time  to  supply  additional  water  necessary 
to  meet  the  demand  created  by  the  drought. 

The  standpipe  in  Stoneham  was  inspected  in  December  1948  and 
found  to  be  structurally  sound.  It  has  been  painted  and  the  roof  and  bal- 
cony have  been  repaired  during  the  year.  It  is  planned  to  paint  and  make 
minor  repairs  to  the  Hart's  Hill  Standpipe  in  1950. 

The  Montrose  Trunk  Sewer  and  the  additional  pump  for  the  low  level 
Sewer  Station,  authorized  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1949,  have  been 
installed. 

Lateral  sewers,  amounting  to  approximately  5,700  feet,  have  been  con- 
structed in  various  streets. 

Details  of  the  activities  of  the  department  will  be  found  in  the  Super- 
intendent's report.

The  motor  on  No.  1  pump  at  the  Broadway  Pumping  Station  was  com- 
pletely overhauled  and  No.  2  motor  had  minor  repairs. 

The  old  Gould  Pump  at  the  Sexton  Avenue  Pumping  Station  was  re- 
placed with  a  new  Yeoman's  two  stage,  electrically  driven  pump  of  a 
larger  capacity. 

The  capacity  of  the  Lawrence  Pump  at  the  Sexton  Avenue  Pumping 
Station  was  also  increased  by  installing  a  new  impeller. 

Standpipe  No.  1  on  Green  Street,  Stoneham  was  painted  and  the  roof 
repaired.  It  is  planned  to  paint  and  repair  Standpipe  No.  2  on  Hart's  Hill 
Wakefield  in  1950. 

It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  replace  the  hot  water  boiler  at 
the  Filtration  Plant. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

On  December  31,  1949,  Crystal  Lake  was  56  inches  below  high  water. 
The  driven  well  supply  at  Sexton  Avenue  has  yielded  very  well  during  the 
year.    The  Bay  State  Well  has  also  proven  satisfactory. 

FILTRATION  PLANT 

Both  filters  have  functioned  very  efficiently  during  the  year  and  have 
produced  an  excellent  quality  of  water.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


January,  1950 

To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield: 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  fiscal 
year  1949. 

Massachusetts  law  requires  that  funds  be  appropriated  for  the  care 
of  persons  in  need  and  that  such  assistance  shall  not  be  denied  because 
of  a  residence  requirement  in  the  city  or  town  of  application. 

The  city  or  town  furnishing  aid  is  reimbursed  by  the  city  or  town  in 
which  a  person  being  aided  has  a  legal  settlement,  or  by  the  State  if  there 
is  no  legal  settlement. 

Employment  of  all  personnel  for  the  department  is  governed  by  rules 
and  qualifications  as  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Welfare  Compensa- 
tion Board  and  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission  which  agencies 
in  turn  are  motivated  by  a  requirement  of  the  Federal  Social  Security 
Act. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  personnel,  which  now  consists  of  six 
full  time  workers  and  one  half-time  worker.  All  required  home  visits 
have  been  made  and  office  and  case  records  are  up-to-the-minute. 

Francis  E.  Wallace,  who  was  selected  as  Agent  in  September  of  1948, 
has  performed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  with  the  full  co-opera- 
tion of  the  office  staff,  has  established  the  -department  so  that  we  feel  it 
compares  very  favorably  with  the  best  in  the  state. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jeremiah  J.  Peck,  as  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the 
Town  Home,  continue  to  work  faithfully  and  efficiently  in  its  operation, 
and  give  good  care  to  the  residents. 

The  number  of  cases  assisted  in  all  categories  held  to  normal  levels. 
While  there  has  been  evidenced  an  increased  cost  due  in  part  to  action  by 
the  Legislature,  there  has  also  been  a  liberal  return  by  Federal  and  State 
who  share  in  the  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children. 

The  following  table  shows  that,  although  we  spent  a  considerable  sum 
in  caring  for  our  aged  and  needy,  after  deducting  money  received 
from  all  sources,  Wakefield's  net  cost  was  less  than  one-third  of  total  cost.

General  Relief  Recipients 

Each  applicant's  case  is  considered  individually  and  sufficient  aid  is 
given  to  meet  the  need  as  it  exists.  Wakefield  was  more  fortunate  than 
many  other  communities  in  that  there  was  but  a  minimum  of  aid  granted 
because  of  families  being  affected  by  the  low  employment  levels  which 
existed  during  part  of  1949.  The  causes  underlying  the  need  for  aid 
granted,  were  largely  due  to  unemployable  cases,  elderly  non-citizens  not 
eligible  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  persons  mentally  or  physically  ill,  and 
some  cases  of  family  disturbance.  We  secured  employment  for  one  case 
which  had  been  on  the  rolls  for  a  long  time  with  a  resulting  saving  of 
just  under  a  thousand  dollars  a  year. 

The  assistance  granted  to  recipients  in  the  two  categories,  Aid  to  De- 
pendent Children  and  Old  Age  Assistance,  is  controlled  by  mandatory 
budgets  issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 

Forty  families  received  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  which  was  slightly 
higher  than  the  year  previous.  Sickness  and  death  were  the  principal 
reasons  for  new  cases  aided  this  year.  Of  the  thirteen  cases  which  were 
closed  during  the  year,  seven  were  due  to  employment  being  secured  and 
the  others  because  of  death,  families  re-united,  re -marriage,  moved  to 
other  communities,  and  children  over  age.  It  was  noted  in  last  year's 
report  that  desertion  and  non-support  by  husbands  who  crossed  the  state 
line  was  a  matter  of  concern.  Remedial  legislation  has  been  started  by  an 
effort  to  have  a  universal  non-support  law  in  all  states  of  the  Union. 
Seven  states  have  already  adopted  this  law  and  it  means  that  a  man,  once 
located,  can  be  tried  wherever  he  is,  instead  of  extraditing  him  as  is  now 
necessary.  A  bill,  covering  this  matter,  has  been  introduced  into  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  this  year,  and  a  Federal  Commission  is  also 
studying  the  matter. 
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Old  Age  Assistance 

There  were  many  bills  introduced  into  the  Legislature  liberalizing 
Old  Age  Assistance  which  were  not  acted  on.  As  a  gesture  in  the  final 
closing  hours  of  the  term,  a  "Leisure  Time  Activity"  payment  to  all  recip- 
ients was  ordered,  in  the  amount  of  $4.00  a  month.  Massachusetts  is 
well  in  the  forefront  of  liberal  states  insofar  as  Old  Age  Assistance  pro- 
grams are  concerned  and  bids  fair  to  be  the  leader,  if  favorable  action 
on  current  legislation  is  given.  It  is  noted  that  California  has  thrown 
out  their  old  age  pension  scheme  which  was  in  effect  for  one  year.  They 
had  reduced  the  eligible  age  to  63,  relieved  relatives  of  legal  responsibility 
to  support  pensioners,  allowed  for  greatly  increased  equities  in  real  estate, 
ownership  of  a  car,  jewelry  and  money.  The  California  Taxpayers  As- 
sociation, who  were  active  in  the  repeal,  estimate  an  added  expense  of 
over  sixty  million  dollars.  Massachusetts  legislators  may  well  pause  and 
take  stock  of  our  ability  to  absorb  further  costs  in  this  program.

The  Contributory  Retirement  Board  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 

The  total  membership  ending  December  31,  1948  was  195  active  mem- 
bers, 4  inactive  members  with  43  members  on  the  Pension  List,  with  a 
total  membership  of  242  members.  During  the  year  we  have  added  10  new 
members  and  lost  through  resignations  4  members  and  one  active  member 
transferred  to  the  retirement  list  on  account  of  accidental  disability,  also 
have  added  to  the  pension  list  widow  of  deceased  member  through  acci- 
dental death.  Two  members  on  the  retirement  list  passed  away  during  the 
year,  one  member  formerly  with  the  School  Department  and  one  member 
formerly  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  total  active  members  as  of  December  31,  1949  now  enrollsd  are  200 
active  members  and  3  inactive  members  with  43  members  on  the  Pension 
List  which  brings  the  total  membership  to  246  members  as  of  January  1, 
1950.

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Report  of  Recreation  Commission 


Approximately  1,200  boys  and  girls,  daily — in  age  groups  running  from 
the  little  tots  who  use  our  sand  boxes  up  to  the  larger  boys  of  high  school 
age  who  play  on  our  baseball  teams — avail  themselves  of  our  recreational 
facilities. 

The  play  areas  used  were  the  Common,  Nasella,  Moulton,  Hart's  Hill, 
Maple  Way,  Montrose,  and  Veterans'  Field.  The  High  School  Auditorium 
and  the  Greenwood  Union  Church  Hall  were  used  for  our  educational 
moving  picture  programs.  The  Lafayette  Building  was  used  for  folk-danc- 
ing when  a  piano  was  needed. 

A  general  supervisor,  and  assistant  supervisor,  who  was  a  specialist  in 
folk-dancing  and  pageantry,  a  handicraft  specialist,  five  men  assistants 
and  six  women  assistants  make  up  the  staff. 

Each  play  area  was  visited  at  least  once  a  week  by  the  handicraft 
supervisor.  About  250  different  boys  and  girls  each  week  enjoyed  a  varied 
program  consisting  of  the  following  projects:  braided  gimp  bracelets, 
lanyards,  and  key  chains;  papier-mache  work;  painted  designs  on  glass- 
ware; painted  textile  designs  on  handkerchiefs;  plastic  figurines;  pot 
holders;  jewelry  boxes;  pins  and  ceramics. 

Our  folk-dancing  instructor  also  visited  the  different  playgrounds  at 
least  once  a  week,  giving  the  different  sections  of  the  town  an  opportunity 
to  have  their  children  participate  in  the  pageant  put  on  at  the  end  of  the 
season. 

The  educational  moving  pictures  put  on  weekly  for  boys  and  girls 
under  twelve  years  of  age  drew  an  attendance  of  about  800  at  the  High 
School  Auditorium  and  about  250  at  the  Greenwood  Union  Church  Vestry. 
These  pictures  were  adapted  to  the  age  groups  attending  these  shows. 
Sand  box  play,  slides,  swings,  see-saws,  and  bean  bags  play,  along  with 
story-telling  periods  were  the  principal  activities  for  the  younger  children. 

In  baseball  for  the  boys  there  were  three  leagues,  the  Pee  Wees,  under 
12  years  of  age;  the  Juniors,  under  14  years  of  age;  and  the  Seniors, 
under  16  years  of  age.  These  boys  played  a  daily  schedule  with  cham- 
pionship play-offs  at  the  end  of  the  playground  season. 

The  older  girls  played  softball,  kickball,  dodge  ball,  volley  ball,  circle 
games  and  croquet.  The  championships  in  softball  and  kickball  were  de- 
cided at  the  end  of  season. 

Special  contests  were  held  weekly  on  all  playgrounds.  They  were: 
relay  races,  athletic  days,  amateur  shows,  treasure  hunts,  scavenger  hunts, 
peanut  hunts,  doll  carriage  and  tricycle  parades,  horseshoes,  basketball, 
tennis,  costume  parades,  pet  shows,  doll  contests,  hat  shows,  pitching  con- 
tests, checker  and  domino  tournaments,  picnic  lunches  and  "most"  con- 
tests. A  very  large  attendance  of  parents  attended  these  special  weekly 
contests. 
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Demonstration  Day  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  playground  season.  In 
the  morning  and  afternoon  at  the  Common  the  finals  in  the  baseball, 
Softball,  kickball,  volley  ball,  dodge  ball,  and  horseshoe  leagues  were  held 
and  champions  determined.  It  continued  at  night  under  lights  at  Vet- 
erans' Field  where  the  folk-dancing  and  pageantry  classes  put  on  a  pag- 
eant to  exhibit  their  season's  work. 

All  the  handicraft  prize  exhibits  were  on  display  that  night  and  prizes 
awarded  for  best  in  each  class. 

Dancing  to  recordings  on  the  tennis  courts  under  lights  was  enjoyed 
by  the  youngsters  until  9:00  p.  m. 

The  staff  is  pleased  to  announce  not  one  serious  accident  this  past 
season.  A  total  of  19  injuries  of  a  minor  nature  were  reported  from  all 
the  play  areas.    Each  playground  is  equipped  with  a  first-aid  kit. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  Commission  that  all  the  equipment  used  by  the 
younger  boys  and  girls  will  eventually  be  fenced  in  by  a  high  wire  fence 
so  that  batted  balls  by  the  larger  boys  will  not  endanger  the  children  at 
play  on  this  equipment. 

The  Commission  is  also  cognizant  of  the  need  in  the  near  future  for 
adequate  play  areas  to  take  care  of  the  many  children  now  in  the  North 
Ward  and  the  Montrose  sections.  Careful  study  is  being  given  to  this 
problem  and  recommendations  to  the  town  will  soon  be  made. 

The  Softball  league  for  ycung  men  beyond  high  school  age  consists  of 
14  teams  of  about  20  men  each.  This  league,  although  sponsored  by  the 
Recreation  Commission,  defrays  all  of  its  own  expenses,  such  as  suits, 
balls,  bats,  umpires,  and  scorekeepers. 

At  least  another  dozen  teams  have  signified  their  intention  of  play- 
ing in  the  league.  However,  these  men  cannot  be  accommodated  under 
our  present  facilities. 

Due  to  the  lights  at  Veterans'  Field,  double-headers  can  be  played 
nightly.    We  also  use  Nasella  for  one  game  a  night. 

If  lights  were  installed  at  Nasella,  double-headers  could  be  played 
there  also,  and  none  of  the  teams  wishing  to  play  this  popular  game  would 
be  disappointed  by  not  being  included  in  our  league. 

Even  under  our  limited  facilities,  Wakefield's  Softball  teams  are  the 
envy  of  many  of  our  neighboring  towns.  The  opportunity  given  our  young 
men  to  keep  physically  fit  has  been  taken  advantage  of  by  hundreds  dur- 
ing the  past  twenty  years.

January  3,  1950 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield: 

We  submit  for  your  consideration,  the  fifty-sixth  annual  report  of  the 
Municipal  Light  Board,  covering  the  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 

The  net  profit  of  the  Department  was  $73,686.51,  an  increase  of  $12,- 
339.88  over  1948.  The  sales  of  gas  increased  3.8%  and  of  electricity  7.5% 
over  1948. 

The  balance  in  the  Operating  Fund  was  $70,188.70,  an  increase  of 
$14,479.43  over  last  year. 

The  sum  of  $35,000.00  was  paid  to  the  Town,  to  be  used  in  computing 
the  tax  rate  for  1949.    The  total  amount  paid  to  the  Town  is  $465,611.80. 

We  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $26,000.00  to  cover  the  cost  of 
street  lighting  for  1950. 

Plans  for  the  new  building  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  by  Mr. 
Edward  M.  Bridge  and  it  is  expected  that  building  operations  will  start 
in  March. 

The  installation  of  the  new  unit  substation,  located  on  Wakefield  Ave- 
nue, was  completed  in  December  and  is  now  in  operation. 

The  manager's  report,  including  financial  statements  for  the  year, 
are  included  in  this  report.

One  hundred  and  two  new  house  services  were  installed  in  the  above 
developments  and  in  other  locations. 

The  4,000  KVA  double  ended  outdoor  switch  gear  and  transformers 
built  by  the  Allis-Chalmers  Mfg.  Co.  were  put  in  operation  in  December. 
The  unit  was  connected  by  the  G.  &  N.  Engineering  Co.  and  the  cables 
were  installed  by  the  James  Sugden  Co.,  both  of  Boston. 

We  are  very  much  indebted  to  the  engineers  of  the  Boston  Edison  Co. 
for  their  assistance  before  and  during  the  installation  of  this  unit. 

The  Department  acquired  approximately  8,857  square  feet  of  land  at 
the  corner  of  Water  Street  and  Wakefield  Avenue,  to  be  used  for  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  Substation  when  needed. 

Larger  cables  were  installed  in  circuit  supplying  the  Square  and  the 
circuit  was  changed  to  three  phase. 

A.  100  KVA  transformer  was  installed  in  the  manhole  at  Main  and 
Chestnut  Sts.  and  one  in  the  new  manhole  on  Center  Street  to  take  care 
of  the  increased  load  on  Main  St. 

Approximately  90,000  feet  of  primary  and  secondary  wire  and  64  new 
poles  were  added  to  the  overhead  lines  in  order  to  supply  new  housing 
developments. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  new  electric  services  were  installed. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  4,571  gas  meters  and  5,997  electric 
meters  in  use,  which  is  an  increase  of  71  gas  meters  and  175  electric  meters 
over  last  year. 

All  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  boxes  have  been  re-wired  and  tested. 
Minor  repairs  of  the  boxes  were  made.  The  Fire  Alarm  panel  at  the 
Greenwood  Station  was  completely  rewired. 

The  mutual  aid  cable  between  Hanson  St.  and  the  Melrose  line  on 
Main  St.  was  replaced.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
Possibly  the  greatest  task  facing  the  School  Committee  in  1949  was  the 
preparation  for  the  tremendous  school  population  growth  immediately 
ahead.  New  school  buildings  were  deemed  vitally  necessary  by  the  Com- 
mittee as  early  as  February  when  the  architect,  John  Nichols,  was  engaged 
to  give  the  Committee  his  advice  regarding  a  new  high  school.  A  Building 
Committee  was  later  formed  for  the  purpose  of  considering  an  addition  to 
the  high  school,  including  Mrs.  Alma  Dutton  and  Mr.  William  J.  Lee  as 
School  Committee  representatives. 
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The  task  of  establishing  accurate  enrollment  figures,  made  extremely 
difficult  by  the  mushrooming  of  new  housing  developments  in  Wakefield, 
was  furthered  considerably  by  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Donald  Mitchell,  who  pre- 
pared a  thorough  census  projection.  His  projection  with,  of  course,  allow- 
ances for  subsequent  growth,  has  proved  of  sound  value  to  the  Committee. 

The  question  of  regionalizing  the  High  School  is  being  considered  with 
great  care.  While  there  is  an  appreciable  financial  gain  to  be  had  from 
such  a  move,  the  Committee  fears  that  the  loss  of  local  autonomy  may  off- 
set this  advantage.  Finally,  by  School  Committee  vote,  it  was  decided  to 
reopen  the  Woodville  School  in  September,  1950,  in  order  that  at  that  time 
there  may  be  the  requisite  number  of  classrooms  available  for  the  school 
population. 

A  specially  appointed  lay  committee  began  an  exhaustive  study  of  the 
salary  situation  in  May.  After  many  weeks  of  meetings,  the  lay  committee 
presented  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  School  Committee  which 
voted,  on  June  7th,  the  schedule  as  suggested  by  it  with  only  two  minor 
revisions. 

After  many  years  of  service  to  the  Wakefield  Schools,  Miss  Ethelyn  M. 
Pattee  tendered  her  resignation.  The  Committee  wishes  her  its  sincerest 
best  for  a  long  and  happy  retirement  at  her  home  in  Colebrook,  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

The  availability  of  teachers  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent  con- 
tinued in  short  supply.  Hence,  in  order  to  maintain  the  high  standards 
of  the  Wakefield  faculty,  the  School  Committee  decided  to  suspend  its 
regulation  barring  married  teachers  throughout  1949.  The  Committee  had 
the  pleasure  of  voting  the  tenure  elections  of  such  able  teachers  as  the 
Misses  Wheeler  and  Weaver,  and  Messrs.  Ceddia  and  Gay. 

The  leadership  of  the  School  Committee  had  been  since  March,  1949, 
in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  J.  Lee.  The  persons  who  served  with  him  are 
as  one  in  agreeing  that  the  many  qualities,  particularly  those  of  devotion 
and  selflessness,  which  he  brought  to  his  chairmanship  can  be  expected 
only  of  a  truly  unusual  individual.  While  not  surprised,  still  it  was  greatly 
distressed,  to  receive  from  Mr.  Lee  his  letter  of  resignation  both  from  the 
chairmanship"  and  from  the  School  Committee.  With  great  reluctance  and 
regret  the  Committee  accepted  his  resignation.  His  place  was  filled  by  Mr. 
Michael  F.  Collins. 

In  its  need  for  a  new  Chairman,  the  Committee  chose  Mrs.  Mary  L. 
Tredinnick,  who  has  served  longest  on  the  Committee.  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that  no  woman  had  ever  held  the  chairmanship  before,  all  the  members 
believed  that  she  would  handle  the  chair  in  her  typically  able  fashion. 
Events  have  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  decision,  for  during  the  most  diffi- 
cult times  her  skill  has  been  remarkable  and  her  judgment  sound. 

Mr.  Arthur  C.  Lane,  having  previously  received  the  appointment  as 
Wakefield  representative  on  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Com- 
mittees, was  appointed  School  Committee  representative  on  the  Salary 
Schedule  regulation  committee.  Mr.  Walter  C.  Hickey  replaced  Mr.  Lee  on 
the  Building  Committee. 
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The  School  Committee  received  a  second  reversal  when  it  became  nec- 
essary for  William  W.  Allyn  to  tender  his  resignation  because  of  his  re- 
moval from  Greenwood  to  Marlboro.  Fully  mindful  of  its  debt  to  Mr.  Allyn, 
the  Committee  voted  the  acceptance  of  his  resignation  with  deep  regret. 
Mr.  Herbert  D.  Hancock,  of  Greenwood,  became  his  successor  both  on  the 
School  Committee  and  on  the  Athletic  Council. 

During  the  year  a  letter  was  received  from  Miss  Joyce  Horner,  Chair- 
man of  Freshman  English  at  Mr.  Holyoke  College,  in  which  she  praised 
the  fine  preparation  offered  to  seniors  in  the  college  course  at  Wakefield 
High  School. 

An  action  taken  late  in  1949  which  offered  considerable  satisfaction  to 
the  members  of  the  Committee  was  the  tenure  election  of  Mr.  R.  Edgar 
Fisher  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Your  School  Committee  ends  the  year  1949  with  the  most  satisfying 
feeling  that  the  school  system  in  Wakefield  is  definitely  and  rapidly  im- 
proving. The  Superintendent,  a  man  of  vision  and  rare  ability,  has  now 
become  well  acclimated  and  is  doing  superior  work.  He  is  ably  assisted  by 
his  principals  and  faculty.  Residents  of  Wakefield  have  every  right  to  be 
proud  of  their  teaching  staff.  Let  us  hope  that  when  another  report  is 
written  they  may  be  equally  proud  of  their  school  plant.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee: 

It  is  a  genuine  pleasure  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  The  year  1949  was  a  very  pleasant  one.  The  superb 
leadership  provided  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  thoughtful  support 
of  the  citizens  gave  the  teaching  staff  the  assurance  they  needed  to  do  a 
superior  job. 

The  staff  as  a  whole  accomplished  a  great  deal.  Wakefield  is  indeed 
fortunate,  for  among  the  teachers  are  several  who  compare  favorably  with 
the  nation's  best.  They  provide  an  inspiration  not  only  for  their  pupils,  but 
for  their  colleagues  as  well. 

Teachers'  salaries  were  improved  as  the  result  of  a  comparative  study. 
It  appears  that  the  minimum  salary  of  $2,400  for  women  teachers  and  $2,600 
for  men  placed  us  in  a  good  competitive  position  when  seeking  beginning 
teachers.  If  economic  conditions  remain  at  today's  level  and  the  shortage 
of  teachers  (particularly  in  the  elementary  field)  persists,  the  maxima  may 
have  to  be  raised.  Only  minor  adjustments  seem  necessary  after  operating 
the  new  salary  schedule  for  nearly  a  year.    As  a  consequence,  the  general 
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faculty  morale  is  vastly  improved.  This  situation  is  reflected  in  classrooms 
where  pupils  reap  the  benefits  from  a  faculty  less  worried  since  its  economic 
problems  have  become  lighter. 

Our  children,  who  represent  Wakefield's  greatest  asset,  have  shown 
most  of  the  average  tendencies  of  modern  youth.  A  careful  observer  cannot 
fail  to  notice  that  their  behavior  is  considerably  above  average.  Your  Super- 
intendent has  followed  various  student  groups  through  many  activities  and 
has  always  been  proud  of  his  charges. 

Their  problems  are  more  complicated  than  those  of  their  parents.  How 
much  reading,  for  example,  wculd  their  parents  or  grandparents  have  learned 
if  they  had  had  television,  radios,  fast  automobiles,  movies  (particularly 
the  out-door  type)  comic  magazines,  picture  magazines  (Life,  Look,  etc.) 
condensed  reading  material  (Reader's  Digest,  Quick,  etc.)  to  the  extent 
these  things  are  prevalent  today?  The  moral  fiber  of  youth  is  said  to  have 
degenerated.  This  I  doubt.  However,  compare  family  life  today  with  that 
of  even  a  generation  ago.  Compare  the  temptations  of  today's  youth  with 
those  of  their  grandparents.  The  temptations  may  be  the  same,  but  the 
opportunities  are  much  greater  today.  Compare  the  parental  supervision 
of  the  youth  of  today  with  that  of  a  few  decades  ago.  All  in  all,  our  modern 
boys  and  girls  do  well  to  remain  as  clean  and  decent  as  they  are. 

We  cannot  evade  our  parental  responsibility  for  juvenile  delinquency, 
when  75%  of  it  comes  frcm  broken  homes  or  from  homes  where  both  par- 
ents work.  We  all  are  largely  products  of  our  environments,  and,  as  chil- 
dren, cannot  do  much  to  improve  the  conditions  in  which  our  parents  place 
us. 

The  Church,  the  schools,  and  the  community  are  cooperatively  seeking 
a  solution.  One  would  certainly  feel  that  any  answer  to  this  problem  would 
center  around  our  homes.  In  the  past  it  was  felt  that  one's  intelligence 
was  an  inflexible  thing,  determined  by  one's  antecedents.  Psychologists 
have  proved  that,  while  it  is  somewhat  true,  an  enlightened  environment 
can  improve  one's  native  intelligence  as  presently  measured. 

As  a  School  Committee  you  are  charged  with  providing  each  child  with 
a  gocd  and  equal  educational  opportunity.  This  you  have  attempted,  and 
still  are  attempting,  to  do.  However,  such  general  quality  as  the  schools 
may  develop  will  depend  largely  on  the  kind  of  pupils  who  enter  our  schools 
and  the  kind  of  environment  from  which  they  come. 

It  seems  to  your  Superintendent  that  the  School  Department  must  con- 
centrate its  efforts  toward  a  solution  of  the  complicated  problems  involved 
in  housing  the  large  number  of  pupils  who  will  enter  Wakefield  public 
schools  during  the  next  few  years. 

Late  in  1949  two  independent  studies  were  made  concerning  enroll- 
ments, one  by  our  own  staff  and  another  by  Donald  P.  Mitchell  who  does 
similar  work  for  the  State  School  Building  Assistance  Commission.  Al- 
though computed  on  different  patterns,  the  projections  were  approximately 
the  same.  The  Mitchell  projection,  in  a  condensed  form,  is  presented  as 
follows :

The  blackface  figures  are  projected  figures  as  of  October  1  and  are 
based  on  actual  births  recorded.  The  projection  is  for  years  1948  to  1959 
inclusive.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  greatest  growth  in  the  high 
school  will  occur  after  this  period  as  the  greatly  enlarged  elementary  en- 
rollment moves  up  to  secondary  grades. 

A  clear  picture  of  the  relationship  between  births,  elementary  and 
high  school  enrollments  can  be  obtained  by  placing  them  side  by  side.

All  of  the  above  projected  figures  may  be  considered  as  a  minimum 
because  recent  building  in  Wakefield  indicates  that  the  acceleration  in 
population  will  be  greater  in  the  next  few  years  than  it  has  been  in  the 
past.  Such  an  increase  will,  of  course,  make  for  greater  numbers  in  the 
school  enrollments  both  in  children  of  school  age  and  births  to  enter  school 
in  the  '50s  and  '60s. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  High  School  enrollments  herein 
projected  are  based  on  the  assumption  that,  with  improved  High  School 
facilities,  only  66%  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  enter  High  School  will  be 
graduated.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that,  should  the  people  of  Wakefield 
vote  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  High  School  facilities,  a  broader  program 
can  be  offered  and  that  some  80%  to  85%  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  enter 
school  will  graduate. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  each  school  district  is  growing.  Some 
elementary  school  districts  will  have  nearly  twice  as  many  children  in 
school  by  fall  of  1954  as  they  have  now.  This  conclusion  does  not  include 
the  large  number  of  children  whose  parents  are  now  building,  or  will 
shortly  build,  homes  in  Wakefield.  This  condition  is  so  serious  that  plans 
should  be  undertaken  immediately  to  develop  an  efficient  and  economical 
bui.ding  program  with  the  aim  of  housing  approximately  one-third  more 
beys  and  girls  in  1954  than  we  now  have  in  our  elementary  schools. 

Wakefield  High  School  enjoys  a  fine  reputation  with  respect  to  pre- 
paring students  for  college  and  for  commercial  positions.  The  quality  of 
work  in  our  sheps  and  home  economics  department  is  high  but  extremely 
limited.  It  is  the  fervent  hope  of  your  Superintendent  that  no  effort  be 
spared  to  provide  a  broad  High  School  program.  In  this  democracy  of 
ours  the  Constitution  guarantees  each  individual  an  equal  opportunity. 
That  basic  philosophy  should  be  so  ingrained  in  our  school  system  that 


•. 
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every  youngster,  regardless  of  his  needs,  his  background,  his  race,  or  re- 
ligion, will  find  a  challenge  to  help  him  prepare  for  life. 

There  is  no  thought  in  the  minds  of  the  school  department  adminis- 
trators which  conceives  an  immediate  change  in  the  broad  policies  which 
guide  our  educational  program.  A  Curriculum  Committee  of  staff  mem- 
bers and  professional  consultants  is  undertaking  the  work  of  improving 
our  general  curriculum.  In  other  words,  we  are  seeking  refinement  in 
our  present  program,  improvement  of  staff  through  careful  replacement 
and  in-service  training,  and  adequate  housing  for  the  large  number  of 
boys  and  girls  who  will  enter  school  each  successive  fall. 

HIGHLIGHTS  FROM  THE  REPORTS  OP  STAFF  MEMBERS 

From  the  report  of  Mr.  Kinder,  Principal  of  the  High  School. 
Progress  in  the  various  Departments. 

The  Department  Heads  are  gradually  increasing  their  supervisory  and 
administrative  activities  so  that  the  positions  are  becoming  more  vital  to 
the  school. 

English  Department. 

The  Oracle  won  a  first  place  certificate  in  the  Columbia  University 
Scholastic  Press  Contest. 

New  methods  of  teaching  with  emphasis  on  the  speech  arts  have  been 
tried,  including  extensive  use  of  the  recorder  and  microphone,  and  the 
travelogue  method  of  presenting  book  reviews. 

One  teacher  has  been  assigned  to  a  remedial  reading  class. 

Stress  has  been  placed  on  fundamentals  in  spelling,  accurate  expres- 
sion and  vocabularies. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  improve  the  library  training  for  all 
students. 

150  Seniors  served  on  committees  in  connection  with  the  Senior  Play, 
and  The  Lookout  has  a  student  staff  of  43. 

Science  Department. 

96%  of  the  membership  of  the  Class  of  1949,  and  93%  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  Class  of  1950,  have  had  one  course  in  science  during  their  High 
School  course. 

Commercial  Department. 

The  Department  Head  recommends  a  general  clerical  course  for  office 
workers  who  will  not  become  secretaries  or  bookkeepers. 

As  in  former  years  a  great  deal  of  help  is  given  to  graduates  in  finding 
positions. 

The  Senior  classes  in  Stenography  have  started  a  local  business  survey 
to  determine  what  the  Department  should  do  to  show  the  students  the 
scope  and  variety  of  work  which  has  to  be  done.  The  time  and  aid  given 
by  local  business  men  is  much  appreciated. 

Forty  College  Preparatory  course  students  are  taking  Typewriting. 
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Mathematics  Department. 

The  members  of  the  Department  are  working  on  a  revision  of  the 
courses  offered. 

Standard  tests  were  given  during  the  year  in  Algebra  and  Plane 
Geometry.  In  the  latter  Wakefield  students  were  well  above  the  median 
for  the  nation  as  a  whole. 

Language  Department. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  revised. 
Extensive  use  is  made  of  audio-visual  aids. 

The  Spanish  Club  has  had  a  successful  year,  with  meetings  outside  of 
school  hours,  with  lectures,  exhibits,  musical  programs,  etc. 

History  Department. 

A  half-year  course  in  Consumer  Education  has  been  added  for  Seniors. 
This  has  been  supplemented  by  newspapers,  films,  speakers,  etc. 

New  History  and  Geography  maps  have  been  purchased. 

There  are  now  two  classes  in  American  Life  and  Government. 

A  discussion  group  of  16  members,  meeting  after  school,  has  been 
organized. 

Shop. 

The  Juniors  are  once  more  working  on  a  house-framing  project,  which 
gives  them  a  sound  basis  of  the  fundamentals  of  building. 

Students  from  this  group  have  done  many  minor  repair  jobs,  and  have 
undertaken  several  special  projects. 

Fine  Arts  Department 

Seventeen  paintings  were  submitted  to  the  American  Red  Cross,  passed 
by  a  jury  in  New  York,  and  are  now  part  of  an  exhibit  which  is  being 
sent  to  Australia,  France,  and  other  European  countries. 

Students  from  these  classes  did  the  Christmas  murals  throughout  the 
building,  gaining  valuable  training  and  creating  a  general  good  effect  on 
the  whole  student  body. 

Household  Arts  Department. 

A  study  is  made  of  the  various  types  of  cooking,  with  emphasis  on 
nutrition.  The  students  are  taught  to  plan,  prepare  and  serve  a  well- 
balanced  meal. 

The  fundamentals  of  sewing  are  taught,  including  the  use  of  patterns, 
cutting,  altering,  and  use  of  materials. 

Extra  curricular  activities. 
Physical  Education. 

415  girls  and  462  boys  are  enrolled  in  Physical  Education  classes. 

New  report  cards  rate  the  students  in  growth,  attitude,  strength  and 
skills. 

Track  was  revived,  with  a  limited  schedule. 

A  boys'  intra-mural  basketball  league  had  31  home-room  teams,  and 
308  students  taking  part. 
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The  regular  Physical  Education  classes  stress  sport  skills,  corrective 
body  mechanics,  tumbling,  wrestling  and  apparatus  work. 

For  the  girls  the  activities  include  archery,  bowling,  field  hockey, 
basketball,  Softball,  and  badminton.  There  is  a  very  real  need  for  an 
assistant  to  the  girls'  Physical  Director. 

A  Sports  Club  was  organized  by  the  Physical  Director. 

Assemblies. 

The  assemblies  put  on  by  the  students  themselves  have  been  very 
popular  and  have  been  well  done. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Guidance  Director  monthly  meetings 
for  Juniors  and  Seniors  have  been  arranged,  at  which  occupational  in- 
formation has  been  given  by  leaders  in  the  field,  some  of  the  best  informed 
men  and  women  in  greater  Boston. 

Sports  Equipment. 

A  new  system  for  the  issuing  and  control  of  sports  equipment  has 
proved  unusually  successful. 

Music. 

A  Girls'  Chorus,  the  band  with  52  members  and  the  orchestra  of  22 
members  have  added  much  to  the  musical  life  of  the  school. 

Student  Teachers. 

During  the  year  nine  college  students,  all  men,  have  done  practise 
teaching  in  the  Wakefield  High  School,  and  each  has  done  a  fine  job. 

Miscellaneous. 

There  were  two  classes  of  40  each  in  Driver  Education,  with  the  final 
examination  made  out  by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles. 

Weekly  classes  in  Military  Instruction  are  still  compulsory  for  Senior 
boys. 

The  Rifle  Club  and  the  Ski  Club  continue  to  operate,  and  a  Camera 
Club  is  to  be  formed  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Cheerleaders  have  set  up  their  own  code  of  eligibility  and  stand- 
ards of  conduct.  The  Majorettes  also  established  their  own  eligibility 
rules.    Both  groups  are  self-supporting. 

The  Inter  Nos  Club  of  250  members  and  a  Grooming  Group  of  150 
members  have  had  a  successful  year. 

The  Student  Council  has  conducted  seven  canteens  and  one  semi- 
formal  dance,  and,  with  a  faculty  committee,  has  set  up  minimum  stand- 
ards for  holding  class  office. 

Director  of  Guidance,  Howard  J.  Heavens 

The  Guidance  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  largely  with  High 
School  students,  although  the  Director  has  worked  constantly,  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity,  with  the  elementary  Principals  and  Miss  Jennings,  Read- 
ing Consultant. 
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Each  spring  the  High  School  Principal  and  the  Guidance  Director 
give  advice  and  suggestion  to  all  eighth  grade  pupils  on  choosing  their 
High  School  courses  of  study.  When  these  children  reach  High  School 
the  Guidance  Director  has  much  of  their  background  from  the  cumulative 
record  cards  which  have  been  kept  since  they  entered  school.  He  records 
their  High  School  record  on  similar  cards. 

A  library  of  educational  information  has  been  built  up,  and  gradually 
sources  of  occupational  information  are  being  gathered,  although,  as  yet, 
placement  is  done  largely  through  the  Commercial  Department  and  the 
Dean  of  Girls. 

The  most  vital  part  of  guidance  is  individual  counseling.  The  attempt 
is  made  to  deal  with  the  members  of  the  individual  classes  in  the  follow- 
ing order:  Seniors,  Freshmen  and  Juniors.  The  Freshmen  are  interviewed 
after  the  end  of  the  first  term  of  each  school  year. 

In  January  the  Boston  University  tests  are  given  to  the  Juniors.  One 
such  test  recently  added  is  the  Occupational  Interest  Inventory,  and  the 
Director  tries  to  interpret  these  tests  to  the  individual  students. 

For  the  third  year  a  follow-up  is  being  made  of  last  June's  graduating 
class,  with  information  available  from  90%  of  the  graduates. 

The  Juniors  write  their  long  themes  on  occupations. 

In  cooperation  with  Stoneham  and  Reading,  monthly  meetings  of 
Juniors  and  Seniors  on  various  professions  and  occupations  have  been 
held  during  the  past  year.  It  is  planned  that  next  year's  conferences  shall 
be  for  Freshmen  and  Sophomores. 

The  greatest  needs  of  this  department  are  more  space  and  added 
personnel. 

Excerpts  from  the  Reports  of  the  Supervising  Principals 

The  Warren  School  P.-T.  A.  has  presented  the  school  with  a  film 
strip  and  slide  projector.  Movies  are  shown  every  two  weeks,  preceded  by, 
and  followed  up  with,  classroom  discussion. 

The  new  physical  education  program  for  both  boys  and  girls  of  grades 
7  and  8  is  working  out  very  well,  and  will  be  extended  next  year  to  grades 
5  and  6. 

Office  space  has  been  provided  at  the  Lincoln  School  for  the  Reading 
Consultant  and  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Extra  curricular  activities  for  pupils  at  the  Lincoln  and  Hurd  Schools 
include  clubs  for  singing,  photography,  sewing,  debating,  history,  dra- 
matics, etc.  Many  classes  also  take  field  trips  as  a  part  of  their  in- 
struction. 

The  Lincoln  P.-T.  A.  initiated  a  study  of  the  possibility  of  setting  up 
a  dental  clinic  in  the  schools. 

A  new  form  of  report  card  for  the  pupils  in  grades  1-3  has  been  tried 
out. 

There  is  a  new  spirit  among  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  Franklin 
School  because  of  the  improvements  made  there  during  the  Summer. 
However,  much  still  remains  to  be  done,  both  inside  and  outside  the  build- 
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ing.  The  present  lavatories  should  be  replaced,  the  lighting  is  wholly 
inadequate,  and  the  grounds  definitely  should  be  given  considerable  at- 
tention. 

Both  pupils  and  teachers  are  much  pleased  with  the  new  history  and 
geography  textbooks. 

There  is  a  real  need  for  much  more  reference  material  in  all  grades. 

The  Franklin  and  Montrose  Schools  have  their  own  school  news- 
papers. 

Pupils  of  grades  5-8  at  the  Montrose  School  now  have  a  regular  period, 
stressing  dramatics,  art,  music.  It  is  planned  to  produce  an  operetta  at 
the  end  of  the  present  school  year. 

There  is  a  real  need  for  a  true  program  of  visual  education  in  all  the 
schools. 

The  parents'  visiting  nights  at  the  Montrose  and  Franklin  Schools 
have  been  well  attended,  with  excellent  results  for  both  children  and 
parents. 

Reading  Consultant,  Marion  J.  Jennings 

An  important  part  of  the  reading  program  is  an  attempt  to  relate  the 
program  to  child  development,  to  the  child's  personal  and  social  needs. 

Some  aspects  of  this  program  include  providing  in-service  opportuni- 
ties for  professional  growth,  furnishing  adequate  materials,  including  pro- 
fessional books,  textbooks,  adequate  classroom  furniture,  and  improving 
public  relations. 

Conferences  with,  and  meetings  of,  teachers,  outside  speakers,  Uni- 
versity Extension  courses,  talks  by  the  Reading  Consultant  before  P.-T.  A.'s 
and  other  local  groups,  meetings  with  teachers  of  private  kindergartens, 
and  classroom  visits  for  consultant  service  (473  such  visits  were  made  in 
1949)  and  testing  are  some  of  the  means  used. 

Testing  in  the  reading  program.  Reading  readiness  tests  were  given 
to  335  first  grade  pupils.  The  Stanford-Binet  tests,  for  diagnosing  in  the 
case  of  retardation  and  adjustment  in  the  case  of  acceleration,  were  given 
to  35  pupils.  The  Metropolitan  Achievement  tests  were  given  in  all  the 
grades  in  May. 

Six  Wakefield  pupils  received  free  tutoring,  and  16  were  given  exam- 
inations, at  the  Boston  University  Speech  Clinic. 

Two  sections  of  English  classes  in  the  High  School  are  devoted  to 
remedial  reading. 

Recommendations  for  1950: 

1.  Extension  of  the  special  advisory  remedial  program  to  all  schools. 

2.  Purchase  of  new  basal  reading  texts  for  some  grades,  the  addition  of 
more  supplementary  material,  reading  chairs  for  -grades  4-6. 

3.  A  two-day  reading  workshop  in  the  spring,  with  outside  consultants, 
discussion  of  the  modern  trends,  and  demonstration  of  techniques. 

4.  More  field  trips  to  points  of  local  interest  to  develop  a  broader  experi- 
ence program,  and  the  use  of  local  talent  for  talks  and  demonstration. 

5.  More  teacher  visiting  in  other  school  systems. 
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Supervisor  of  Music,  Janet  Wheeler 

Time  has  been  allowed  on  the  schedule  for  teachers  to  call  for  special 
help  in  planning  programs  or  in  solving  problems  in  classroom  music  as 
they  occur. 

The  "New  Music  Horizons"  series  has  been  extended  to  include  the 
third  grade. 

Dancing  has  become  a  pleasant  and  successful  means  of  furthering 
musical  experience. 

In  May  a  folk  dance  festival  was  presented  on  the  Common,  with 
children  from  all  grades  and  from  all  schools  participating.  The  glee  club 
concert  of  both  High  and  elementary  school  pupils  was  very  successful. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  in  school  bands  and  orchestras,  but  the 
demand  for  musical  instruments  far  exceeds  the  supply. 

Supervisor  of  Drawing:,  Grace  A.  Jenkins 

In  grades  one,  two  and  three  a  great  amount  of  free  expression  is 
planned,  with  constructive  suggestion  by  the  teachers.  The  upper  five 
grades  are  encouraged  to  show  originality  by  various  projects  and  by  the 
correlation  of  art  with  the  other  subjects.  Posters  for  school  events,  clay 
modeling,  and  construction  problems  are  part  of  the  routine  work. 

The  8th  grade  at  the  Hurd  School  designed  and  executed  a  Christmas 
stained  glass  window,  while  the  8th  grade  at  the  Greenwood  School  did 
several  small  murals  for  a  first  grade  room. 

Director  of  Instrumental  Music,  Joseph  H.  Fanck 

Fifty-two  students  are  enrolled  in  the  High  School  band,  and  21  in 
the  High  School  orchestra.  These  groups  rehearse  three  times  a  week, 
and  play  at  various  school  and  town  functions.  The  High  School  band 
goes  to  all  out-of-town  football  games,  paying  its  own  expenses  from  the 
money  earned  at  the  Memorial  Day  parades  and  the. Annual  Concert. 

The  Junior  band  has  21  members  and  the  Junior  orchestra  20,  with 
weekly  rehearsals.  These  groups  serve  as  feeders  for  the  Senior  band  and 
orchestra. 

In  addition  approximately  125  boys  and  girls  are  taking  instrumental 
lessons,  and  play  publicly  in  several  recitals  which  are  held  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 
Director  of  Physical  Education,  Earle  W.  Crompton 

Organized  Physical  Education  classes  for  both  boys  and  girls  of  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  have  been  started  in  all  the  elementary  schools. 
Two  40-minute  periods  per  week  are  devoted  to  this  work,  with  emphasis 
on  health,  nutrition  and  play. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  girls  played  on  12  kickball  teams.  Other  girls' 
sports  are  basketball  and  softball.  Boys  take  part  in  track,  football,  bas- 
ketball, hockey  and  baseball. 

The  gymnasium  at  Franklin  has  proved  very  successful  as  a  place  for 
the  elementary  school  program,  and  as  soon  as  possible  the  auditoriums 
at  both  Greenwood  and  Montrose  should  be  converted  into  gymnasiums.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Wakefield  for  the  period  from  May  15,  1948  to  May  31, 
1949,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Wakefield  for  the  period  from  May  15,  1948,  the  date  of 
the  previous  examination,  to  May  31,  1949,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments  re- 
ceiving or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collec- 
tion were  examined  and  checked  for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  treas- 
urer's books  and  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection.  The  recorded  pay- 
ments were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  disburse- 
ments as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  books.  The  appropriations,  transfers, 
and  loan  orders,  as  entered  on  the  ledger,  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk's  records  of  town  meeting  votes  and  with  the  finance  committee's 
authorizations  of  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the 
necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a 
balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  May  31,  1949. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
May  31,  1949  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received  from  the  de- 
positories. 

The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  town  ac- 
countant's books,  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town,  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  is  paid 
into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasury 
warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the 
town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  federal  taxes,  etc., 
were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  ledger  controls. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  proved 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities 
and  coupons  on  file.  The  outstanding  coupons  on  May  31,  1949  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  balance  in  the  bond  and  coupon  account  as 
shown  by  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investment 
of  the  several  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer,  the  library  trustees,  and  the  Wakefield  Trust  Com- 
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pany  as  trustee  were  personally  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was 
proved  and  all  transactions  and  balances  were  verified  and  compared 
with  the  books  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  town  accountant  and,  in 
the  case  of  the  retirement  funds,  with  the  records  of  the  retirement 
board. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  compared  with  the  collector's  and  the  accountant's  books, 
the  abatements  and  foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the  redemptions  and 
sales  were  checked  with  the  entries  in  the  treasurer's  cash  book.  The  tax 
titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
ledger  controls,  and  all  transactions  were  checked  with  the  records  at 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  taxes  and  assessments  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previ- 
ous audit,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  verified  and 
audited.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  as  shown  by  the  town  treasurer's,  and  the  town  accountant's 
books;  the  abatements,  as  entered,  were  compared  with  the  assessors'  rec- 
ords of  abatements  granted;  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  collector's  cash  books  were  footed  and  the  cash  balance  on  May 
31,  1949  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  assessments  apportioned  were  examined  and  the  ap- 
portioned assessments  not  due  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town 
accountant's  controlling  accounts. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable  were  ex- 
amined. The  commitments  were  verified,  the  recorded  collections  were 
proved  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  as  recorded 
were  compared  with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements  granted, 
ar.d  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed,  checked  with  the  available 
records  in  the  several  departments,  including  the  commitment  lists  kept 
in  the  water  department,  and  reconciled  with  the  controlling  accounts  in 
the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  departmental  and 
water  accounts,  as  well  as  the  municipal  light  accounts,  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued 
and  from  marriage  intentions,  recording  fees,  and  miscellaneous  charges 
were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and 
to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and 
the  cash  balance  on  May  31,  1949  was  verified. 
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The  town  clerk's  official  record  book  of  town  meeting  votes  was  found 
to  be  incomplete  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  records  be  completed 
and  kept  up  to  date  at  all  times. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board  of  select- 
men, the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  the  inspectors  of  buildings,  milk 
and  plumbing,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health,  highway,  public  wel- 
fare, school,  library,  park,  and  cemetery  departments,  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash 
on  hand  in  the  several  departments,  including  petty  cash  advances,  was 
proved  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  guarantee  deposits  for  sewer  connections  were  exam- 
ined. The  recorded  deposits,  the  transfers  to  the  town  to  cover  the  cost 
of  work  done,  and  the  amounts  refunded  were  verified  and  proved  to  the 
treasurer's  and  the  town  accountant's  books,  and  the  deposits  on  hand  on 
May  31,  1949  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  cash  in  the  office  and  in 
the  general  treasury. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  department  were  aud- 
ited. The  consumers'  accounts  were  examined  and  the  outstanding  gas, 
electric,  and  sundry  accounts  receivable  as  of  June  30,  1949  were  listed 
and  proved  with  the  departmental  controls  and  the  accountant's  ledger. 
The  controlling  accounts  were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  depart- 
mental and  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts,  while  the  recorded  collec- 
tions were  proved  to  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  municipal  light  department  ledger  was  examined,  and  a  trial 
balance  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance  was  taken  off  and  com- 
pared with  the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  guarantee  deposit  account  was  checked  with  the  records  on  file, 
and  the  balance  on  June  30,  1949  was  reconciled  with  the  cash  in  the 
office  and  in  the  banks. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  officials  required  by  law 
to  furnish  such  surety  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  report 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's,  the  tax  collector's,  and 
the  town  clerk's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  depart- 
mental, municipal  light,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing 
the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
accounts. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  the  town  officials  during  the 
progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
to  express  appreciation.
